MRS. TERRY ON THE AVAR PATH. 
She W ants H er P istol Again, and R aises 
a Kow W lien Refused It. 
Stockton, August 21st.—Last evening, at 
midnight, Mrs, Terry drove to Lathrop in 
a carriage and caught the 1 o’clock train 
for Fresno. It is rumored that she goes 
there to look after the will of her husband, 
but there is a growing opinion that he leit 
no will. An attorney for the prosecution, 
upon being questioned by a Call reporter, 
said that Mrs. Terry had gone to Fresno in 
accordance with the advice of her attorney, 
where she will remain quietly until after 
the preliminary examination of Nagle. 
It was, perhaps, better for Mrs. Terry 
that she 'eft Stockton, for while here she 
was fast alienating the little sympathy 
which at first thete was a disposition to ac­ 
cord her. Before she left Stockton she cre­ 
ated quite a little excitement by her efforts 
to recover her pistol, which was taken 
away from her in a hand-bag, at La­ 
throp. The pistol has been since the trag­ 
edy in the custody of the San Joaquin 
authcr ties, but Mrs. Terry decided that 
she warned it. She had a little altercation 
with ex-Mayor Shippee. unjustly accusing 
him with having something to do with the 
course of certain newspapers in the Terry 
matter, which he emphatically denied 
and branded as a falsehood. Mrs. Terry 
became excited, and started out to find 
District Attorney White, to demand her 
pistol. She encountered Deputy District 
Attorney Gibson, and asked him if he 
knew where her pistol was. 
'“Yes,” he replied,-it is in the custody 
of the proper officers.” 
”1 want it,” snapped Mrs. Terry. 
“But, madam, I’m afraid we sh 
to disappoint you.” 
“I want my pistol.” repeated Mrs. Terry, 
energetically, “and I’m going to have it. 
Why don’t you want me to have my prop­ 
erty?”

“Oh, it might be wanted as evidence in 
Court and we are keeping it for that pur­ 
pose.” 
“That is not so. I know better.” 
“Well, then, if you must know, we are 
afraid to trust you with the pistol.” 
“Well, I’ll have a pistol anyway, if I 
have to buy one.” 
But she did not carry her threat into ex­ 
ecution, and if she had she would speedily 
have been disarmed. 
Among friends Mrs. Terry has not been 
backward in talking over financial matters, 
and it appears that she is greatly in need of 
ready money, or at least desires ready 
money for some parpóse. She was talking 
yesterday with a prominent Stockton law­ 
yer, a friend of Terry’s, and asked his ad­ 
vice about raising a certain sum of money. 
He told her it would be impracticable un­ 
der the present circumstances, and advised 
her to wait. At this she became very in­ 
dignant and insulted the lawyer. 
There is a feeling of general relief now 
that Mrs. Terry is gone, and what little ex­ 
citement was in the affiir ha9 about sub­ 
sided. Some people apprehend that Mrs. 
Terry would be dangerous with a pistol in 
her possession, but those who know her 
bestalfirm positively that she would not 
shoot, but that she likes to make display.

HER SECOND TRIAL. 
The Cruiser Charleston Leaves ’Frisco on 
A nother Trip. 
^ San F rancisco, August 21st.—The cruiser 
Charleston left port this morning to make 
a second trip at sea. She did not get away 
at as early an hour as was expected. She 
steamed along the front anout 7 o’clock 
and passed the heads at 7:15 o’clock. Ir­ 
ving M. Scott and several friends accom­ 
pany the vessel on the trip, as well as the 
Naval Board. 
Captain Goodall. who had charge of the 
vessel the last trip, was in command. 
Among the officers of the Naval Board, be­ 
side Commodore Benham, President of the 
Board, were Captain Watson and Lieuten­ 
ant Quaitrough. Aboard, also, were Lieu­ 
tenant Todd, who is to be the executive 
officer ot the Charleston when she is turned 
over to the Government, Chief Engineers 
Kutz, Wilson and Smith, and Assistant 
Engineers Warburton, Hollis,Smith, Leon­ 
ard and Kincaid. 
The general impression seemed to be 
that the cruiser would go direct to Santa 
Barbara, as was done previouslv, bat this 
intention was denied by well-informed 
naval officers here, who asserted that the 
only object of the cruise was to get the de­ 
sired tour hours’ test of her engines. This, 
it was believed, could be had somewhere 
outside nearer than the Santa Barbara 
channel. The vessel did not clear for Santa 
Barbara, but simply for “a cruise,” and it 
is thought will return to port to morrow 
or next day. The recent teats of this cruis­ 
er’s engines have, it is understood, been 
very satisfactory, and there seems to be 
little doubt in the minds of those most in­ 
terested that the trip will result to the sat­ 
isfaction of the Naval Board.

San F rancisco, August 21st.—The value 
of the Brown-Sequard elixir has, it is 
thought, been ably demonstrated in a some­ 
what negative manner by a weli-known 
San Francisco physician during the past 
few weeks. His name is withheld from 
E 
ublication from reasons of modesty on 
is part, and not because of any lack of 
confidence in tbe value of his experiments. 
With maDy physicians, he agreed that the 
exact Brown-Sequard formula was danger­ 
ous, the bacillus of tuberculosis being apt 
to be very easily communicated to the pa­ 
tient in the prescribed solution. 
That the real value of the elixir is due 
wholly to the influence upon the mind of 
the patient, was tbe theory of this San 
Francisco physician, and to prove his the­ 
ory he mixed a solution of milk and water 
and experimented upon over a dozen 
elderly patients whose vigor was more or 
less impaired. They were Dearly all kept 
in ignorance of the real p.opertiesof the 
solution. The results were surprising. A 
paralytic walked, a half-demented man 
brightened up, and all said tdey felt better 
than for years. Theeffeclsof the injections 
lasted about twenty-four hours. The in­ 
jection was performed with the ordintrv 
hypodermic instrument. Those who were 
told previously that the injection was only 
milk and water, felt no effects from it. The 
physicians who know the results consider 
they prove absolutely the uller worthless­ 
ness of the much-heralded theory, the 
value of whicb is doubtless due only to in­ 
fluence upon the mind. 


INCENDIARISM IN SONOMA. 
Narrow Escape of Business H ouses—A 
Spectator Drops D ead. 
Sonoma, August 21st—The business por­ 
tion of Sonoma had a narrow escape from 
destruction last night. At 10:50 a fire was 
discovered between the saloon of Al Ester 
and Sutter A Kiser's butcher-shop on Napa 
street. An alarm brought out the fire 
c&mpany and the citizens from every quar­ 
ter of the town, who fought the flamea 
bravely. 
In ten minutes after the fire was discov­ 
ered five buildings were in flames, all of 
which, including the Sonoma Valley Bank 
building, were entirely consumed. The 
tire is supposed to have been the act of an 
incendiary. 
The losse* are as follows; John Tivnen, 
$5,000, insurance, $2,200; Temple Lodge, 
No. 14, F. and A M., $1.000. no insurance: 
A. McCartney, San Francisco, $1.000, in­ 
surance unknown; 8onoma Valley Bank, 
office fixtures, $700, no insurance; J. 
Schwenhardt, $500, insurance, $300; Al 
Ester, Sutter & Kiser and Fred Ewell lose 
about $300 each; no insurance. The Order 


of United Workmen lost all their regalia, 
etc.; no insurance. 
A SPECTATOR DROPS DEAD. 
A tragic and startling event occurred a 
few miDutes after the fire was discovered. 
F. Dubring, Vice-President of the Sonoma 
Valley Bank and a wealthy merchant of 
this place, while looking at the fire, 
dropped dead on the sidewalk in front of 
his store. The deceased was a native ot 
Germany, aged 69 years, and had resided 
in Sonoma nearly forty years. There will 
be an inquest this afternoon. 
During the progress of the fire an awning 
ten feet high fell with a crash, carrying 
with it three men and burying them be­ 
neath the debris. They were pulled out 
with slight bruises with one exception, that 
ot Charles Smith, Jr., who was badly lacer­ 
ated and bruised about the bodv.

An English Syndicate W ants Some of 
Them —They are Valuable. 
E llknshi-bg (W. T.), August 21st.—A 
few days since an order was received here 
from a large English iron manufacturing 
company requesting samples of ore from 
the Iron Mountain district, near Ellens- 
burg. To-day samples were forwarded by 
express. The company signify their inten­ 
tion of erecting extensive works, should 
samples prove as represented. The sam­ 
ples sent include hematic, magnetic, bog 
and specular, assaying from 50 to 70 per 
cent. Coal suitable for coking and lime­ 
stone for fluxing are abundant in the vi­ 
cinity of the iron mines. Iron foundries 
started as an experiment in Ellensburg 
this spring fiDd it impossible to keep up to 
orders, and are increasing their plants to 
double their former capacity. Elleosburg 
promises to become one of the largest iron 
manufacturing centers of the Pacific north­ 
west.

W oodland, August 21st.—Tuesday morn­ 
ing a Chinese boss, name Mon Kee, who 
had been working a gang of sixteen cool­ 
ies picking grapes for the Capay Valiev 
Land Company near Rumsevs, hired J. H. 
Clements to bring him to Woodland in a 
spring wagon. When within a few miles 
of town they were attacked by two China­ 
men and a white man. They dragged Mon 
Kee out of the wagon, robbed him and 
then shot him in the head while on the 
ground and left him for dead. The two 
were afterwards arrested at Madison and 
lodged in jail. The Chinaman was not 
seriously wountled. 
Built Our First H ouse. 
Chico, August 21st.—Levy Nye. a '49er 
and an old pioneer of this city( died this 
morning, aged seventy-four years. 
He 
came from Massachusetts direct across the 
plains, bringing with him a frame house, 
which he erected in Sacramento. It was 
the first house built there. He afterward 
sold it to C. P. Huntington. Nye was a 
wagon-maker by trade, and at one time a 
very wealthy man, but be lost al! he had. 
He leaves a widow. The funeral will take 
place to-morrow under the auspices of the 
Pioneer Society. 
O regon’s Hop Crop Short. 
P ortland (Or.), August 21st.— A promi­ 
nent hop merchant, upon being inter­ 
viewed on the question of the hop crop of 
Oregon and Washington for the season of 
1889, said: “Owing to the extreme long 
dry spell, the yield will be scarcely two- 
thirds of a crop, but the quality is good. 
This statement is subject to weather changes. 
Hop-pickers will be plenty this season, and 
most of the picking will be done by whites, 
and very few Chinamen will be employed.” 
R eception of the Senate C om m ittee. 
WlNNEMCCCA. (Nev.), August 21st.—A 
special train with the Senate Committee on 
Arid Lands aboard, arrived here this morn­ 
ing. They were welcomed at the depot by 
a brass band and a large concourse of citi­ 
zens. Senators Reagan and Stewart deliv­ 
ered short speeches which were cheered, 
and several citizens accompanied the party 
west, to give them all the information pos­ 
sible on the subject of irrigation. 
R ecognized H is A ssailant. 
Napa, August 21st.—A. De Augustine 
was arrested here to-day and charged with 
haying beaten and robbed Emanuel Van- 
etti, who was found this morning on the 
street in an unconscious condition. Van- 
etti to-day recognized Augustine as his as­ 
sailant. It was at first thought that serious 
injuries had been sustained by Vanetti, 
but he will soon recover. 


FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
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TO TUNNEL THE ALPS. 
A Colossal Schem e of Great Im portance 
to Italy anil Germ any. 
Lucerne, August 21st.—A syndicate cf 
German bankers has, for many months, 
been trying to bring about the amalgama­ 
tion of the Jura, Berne, Lucerne and Swiss 
Occidentals Simplon Railways. 
They 
finally succeeded in buying up a large pro­ 
portion of the shares in the Western Com­ 
pany, in which French capital predomi­ 
nated, and at the last meeting of the share­ 
holders a majority in favor of fusion was 
obtained. 
Two Directors representing 
French interests were replaced by others 
favorable to the scheme, and now the whole 
line connecting Lucerne, Btrne, Pontalier, 
Geneva and the Simplon is, like the St. 
Gothard Railway, under German influence. 
The company favors an immediate pierc­ 
ing of tbe Simplon and guarantee a sub­ 
vention of 30,000,00Uf. They have accepted 
a scheme for a tunnel at the base of a 
mountain with its southern mouth in 
Italy, and that country will contribute 
15 000,000f. 
There is little doubt that the Swiss Gov­ 
ernment will now accept this proposal. 
The plan is of great importance to Ger­ 
many and Italy, both commercially and 
strategetically. France, Switzerland aDd 
the Simplon valley will be thrown open to 
the German Government, to the detriment 
of French commerce, and in case of war 
Italy and Germany would be enabled to 
bring troops directly to the Franco-Swiss 
frontier, which is almost entirely unfor­ 
tified. 
Y'ellow Jack From South A m erica. 
Lewes (Dels.), August 21st.—The ship 
John A. Briggs, from Rio Janeiro for Phila­ 
delphia, has been detained in quarantine 
here on account of yellow fever cases 
aboard. Tbe body of the Captain’s wife, 
who had died at sea, is aboard inclosed in 
a sealed case. The vessel has been disin­ 
fected. but will be detained for a few days. 
Canada Thinks They O beyed. 
Ottawa (Ont.), August 21st.—No official 
information regarding the recent seizures 
in the Behring Sea has yet reached the Do­ 
minion Government. The impression pre­ 
vails here that all vessels seized, with ex­ 
ception of the Black Diamond, obeyed or­ 
ders and proceeded to Sitka. 
Mrs. M aybrick Failing. 
I iOndon, August 21st.—Mrs. Maybrick is 
sinking. Her appearance is so changed 
that her mother hardly recognized her. 
The delay in granting the expected re- 
prive has caused her friends almost to give 
up hope. 
The Cretan W ar. 
Athens, August 21>t —Bloody affrays are 
still reported in various districts of Crete. 
The towns generally are tranquil, with the 
exception of isolated outrages. 


Prophesying Calam ity. 
In the Scientific American of July 6th 
appeared a paragraph in which J. E. 
Thickton expresses similar apprehension 
in respect to drilling the earth and ex­ 
hausting the natural gas as is expressed by 
the following professors in a recent issue 
of the Popular Science Monthly. 
Professor Joseph F. Jones assumes the 
earth to be a hollow sphere filled with a 
gaseous substance, called by us natural 
gas, and he thinks that tapping these res­ 
ervoirs will cause disastrous explosions, 
resulting from the lighted gas coming in 
contact with that which is escaping. He 
compares the earth to a balloon floated 
and kept distended by the gas in the in­ 
terior, which, if exhausted, will cause the 
crust to collapse, affect the motion of the 
earth in its orbit, cause it to lose its place 
among the heavenly bodies, and fall in 
pieces. 
Another writer thinks that drilling 
should be prohibited by stringent laws. 
He, too, thinks there is a possibility of an 
explosion, though from another cause. 
Should such a disaster occur, “the country 
along the gas belt front Toledo through 
Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky will be ripped 
up to the depth of 1,200 or 1,500 feet and 
flopped over like a pancake, leaving a 
chasm through which the waters of Lake 
Erie will come down, filling the Ohio and 
Mississippi Valleys, and blotting them out 
forever.” 
Still another theorist has investigated 
the gas wells with telephones and delicate 
thermometers, and he announces startling 
discoveries. lie distinguished sounds like 
the boiling of rocks, and estimated that a 
mile and one-half or so beneath the Ohio 
and Indiana gas field the temperature of 
the earth is 3,500 degrees. 
The scientist says an immense cavity ex­ 
ists. and that here the gas is stored ; that 
a mile below the bottom of the cavity is 
a mass of roaring, seething flame, which is 
gradually eating into the rock floor of the 
cavern and thinning it. 
Eventually the 
flames will reach the gas, and a terrific 
explosion will ensue.

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HENRY T. SCOTT TALKS. 
Ho D iscourses on the Charleston 
O ther Interesting Topics. 
W ashington, August 21st.—Henry T. 
Scott, Vice-President of the Union Iron 
Works, was acaller at the Navy Depart­ 
ment this morning, looking after the in­ 
terest of his company in connection with 
the new cruisers and battle-ships, the bids 
for which will be opaned to-morrow. Five 
ot these vessels are to be constructed under 
the law passed by the last Congress, and 
the Pacific coast expects to get one, and 
perhaps two, of them. Mr. Scott had a 
talk with Acting Secretary Walker and 
Colonel Reruy in relation to the official 
trial trip of the Charleston, which is about 
to come off. Mr. Scott talked interestingly 
of his firm’s experience with the Charles­ 
ton at her last trial trip. 
In a conversation regarding real estate 
matters in California and Washington Ter­ 
ritory, Mr. Scott said : "Washington Ter­ 
ritory is a wonderful country. Though half 
a dozen cities and towns have been burned 
down, they spring up better than before. 
Three months from now you will never 
know th9t Seattle has had a* lire, unless by 
seeing that it has much better buildings 
than before. Fires have helped all those 
places by burning out old bttiidipgs. They 
have had too much boom, however. In 
Seattle tha best building lots are held at 
$1,400 a tront foot, equivalent to not less 
than $10 the square foot. That Is too much 
for a city of only 25,000 Inhabitants. 
Southern California, too. has had too much 
boom, and is now suffering the conse­ 
quences. One year ago I rode twenty-five 
miles out from San Diego, aud saw city 
lots staked out the whole way. It is well 
em ugh to talk of supporting a family off 
an acre of oranges and vines, but you can’t 
do it.” 


CRAW FORD’S COMMISSION. 
H e Tem lers a Statem ent Regarding It to 
the Secretary of the Interior. ; 
W ashington, August 21st —Extiov- 
ernor Samuel J. Crawford, against whoi^i it 
was proposed to institute proceedings! for 
having, as attorney for the Creek Indifcos, 
received 10 per cent, of the proceeds ofji he 
sale of about 2,400,000 acres of their lipids 
in Oklahoma, to-day tiied with the Sfftre- 
tary of the Interior a sworn sta'ement tiat 
when the Creeks in December, 1884, leaffiied 
of the bills pending in Congress to vesT in 
the United States title to Oklahoma iapds, 
they employed him either to defeat : he 
legislation or secure for them compensa­ 
tion, sgreeiDg to pay hint 10 per cent, on 
whatever amount he might secure. He 
obtained $2.2s0 857 for their interest. The 
Secretary of the Interior approved Craw­ 
ford's contract after amending it to ninke 
the compensation 61 per cent. 
In December, 1888, the new delegatii of 
the Creeks asked that a new contract fi#¡Dg 
the compensation at 10 per ceut.be entered 
into, lo be full for all past and future serv­ 
ices. This new contract was approved by 
the Creek National Council. In February, 
1889, Secretary Vilas informed Governor 
Crawford that he would defeat the ni «as­ 
ure which was then pending in Congress 
to make application to pay the Creels ler 
their lands, nmess he (Crawford) sur-en- 
dered his contract, and looked to the In­ 
dians for whatever compensation they 
deemed just. 
Governor Crawford says he agreed under 
protest to this arrangement, and sinccfthen 
has had no control over wbat compensation 
they should give, and they fixed it them­ 
selves without fits interference.

twelve miles north of the Dubuque and 
Pacific Railway, and 150 miles west of Du­ 
buque.' The lake is from two to three 
feet higher than the earth’s surface. In 
some places the wall is ten feet high, fifteen 
feet wide at the bottom, and five feet wide 
on top. The stones used in its construction 
vary in weight from three tons down to a 
hundred pounds. There is an abundance 
of stones in YVright county, but surround­ 
ing the lake to the extent of five or ten 
miles there are none. No one can form au 
an idea as to the means employed to bring 
them to the spot, or who constructed it. 
Around the entire lake is a l>elt of wood­ 
land one-half mile iti width, composed of 
oak. \\ ith this exception the country is 
a rolling prairie. The trees must have 
been planted there at the time of the 
building of the wall. In the spring of the 
year 1856 there was a great storm and the 
ice on the lake broke the wall in several 
places, and the farmers in the vicinitv 
were compelled to repair the damages to 
prevent inundation. The lake occupies a 
ground surface of 2,800 acres; depth of 
water as great as twenty-five feet. The 
water ts clear and cold; soil sandy and 
loanty. It is singular that no one has 
been able to ascertain where the water 
conies from or where it goes, vet it is al­ 
ways clear and <resh.—LV .V,-jt¿n Hatrkeye.

Secretary W indom Changes the M ethod 
«if Nom ination an«l Appointm ent. 
Washington, August 21st.—Secretary 
Windom has decided to make a change in 
the present method of appointment of 
special agents of the Treasury. Hereafter 
they will be designated for appointment at 
a stated compensation, and must then ap­ 
pear before tbe Board of Examiners for the 
purpose of testing their fitness. The exam­ 
ination will be non-competitive and not 
technical. 
Assistant Secretary Tichnor 
has been named as President of the Board 
in YVashington. To carry out Secretary 
Windom's view, the following circular has 
been issued : 
“No person shall be ap­ 
pointed special agent until his fitness has 
been ascertained by suitable tests. 
A 
special agent should have a good character, 
good habits, good health, courteous bearing 
and address, and should not be incapac­ 
itated by age or other cause for active 
work. He should possess fair ability and 
intelligence, and be able to write his own 
reports in clear, concise and correct lan­ 
guage. He should have sufficient knowl­ 
edge of bookkeeping and accounts to com­ 
prehend and examine intelligently the sys­ 
tem of accounts used in the custom houses. 
i hose who apply for these positions will, 
therefore, be subjected to such examina­ 
tion as may be necessary to ascertain 
whether or not they are possessed of these 
requisite qualifications. 
Appointments 
will be considered probationary tor six 
months, permanency of tenure to be de­ 
pendent upon the aptitude shown by tbe 
appointee for the work assigned him.”

After the naval review she 
will have an Atlantic trial trip, but in the 
trial already given the engines developed 
17,000 horse power, and the machinery, in 
accordance with Admiralty requirements, 
has all been placed below the water line. 
The Teutonic is 572 feet long—the largest 
ship afloat—and the gross tonnage is 9,675. 
There is accommodation provided for 300 
first class, 150 second and 750 steerage pas­ 
sengers. The fittings and decorations are 
of a magnificent kind, and it may be said 
that no vessel afloat can match this in 
splendor of appointments or accuracy of 
scientific appliance.” 
She is to be a merchantman and passen­ 
ger vessel, and is probably for use in con­ 
nection with the 
inter-colonial road, 
known to us as the Canadian Pacific. The 
paper praises the construction of the vessel 
with very pardonable local pride. The 
ship was built in an Irish ship-building 
yard at Belfast, and her success will of 
course be a national credit.

ily; and this, too, at the very time when 
th 3 attending physicians had declared that 
he Mas better and ought to recover. It is 
trufe that on the other hand it was set up, 
an<( considerable proof made, that the 
arsenic the woman had was such as is used 
in cosmetics, and that Maybrick was an 
arsenic eater. 
But these proofs were not 
inconsistent with the theory of murder, 
nor did they traverse successfully the 
statement of the most eminent of London 
physicians, that Maybrick certainly died 
of arsenical poisoning. 


C o lo n e l M u K ib b en , one of the seconds 
of Broderick in the famous duel of 1859, 
is reported from Washington as saying 
that he thinks Nagle exceeded his duty, 
■for no man has a right to go around with 
a revolver ready to kill his fellow man.”

THE FIRST ARTILLERY REGIMENT BY 
THE SEASHORE.

S anta Cruz, August 19,1889. 
At the camp to-day all is activity and 
bnstle. The men are tidying up their 
quarters, and Chinese lanterns are strnng 
up in a line along the different rows of 
tents. Some of the companies have bought 
evergreen trees, and with these decorated 
their tents. The effect, while decorative, is 
also beneficial, as shade is afforded the 
tents and the heat in a measure kept out. 
Colonel Guthrie has a fine large tent, in 
front of which and also inside has been 
built a substantial floor. 
The dress-parade last evening was a 
miserable piece of botch-work from tbe 
start. The wheelings by fonrs into line by 
the companies was 
wretched, and the 
wheelings by companies at the “pass in 
review” was also very poor. The First 
Sergeants also, with one or two exceptions, 
do not know their duty at the dress parade. 
When the Adjutant in front of the regi­ 
ment gives the preparatory command, 
“First Sergeants,” those officers (who are 
beforehand at an “order arms") bring their 
pieces to a "carry.” At the next part of the 
command, "To the front and center,” the 
Sergeants step out two paces to the front 
and make a quarter face (right or left face) 
in the direction of the colors. They are 
then ready for the rest of the command, 
Maieh ;” or, if “double time" is ordered, 
they bring their pieces to a right shoulder. 
In guard mounting, when the Fiist Ser­ 
geants bring on their details and report 
with the salute to the Sergent-Major, they 
should simply give the salute and say : 
“The detail is correct,” not “Sir, the detail 
is correct.” 
The word "Sir” is only ad­ 
dressed to commissioned officers, and the 
Sergeant-Major is on the non-commissioned 
staff. 
The Acting Adjutant at the dress parade 
last evening, Lieutenant Lloyd, of Com­ 
pany A, made a bad break in the course of 
the ceremonies. After giving the order, 
“Parade dismissed,” the officers, of course, 
put up their swords and proceed to the cen­ 
ter of the regiment. However, long be­ 
fore Major Kennedy or Lieutenant Ormsby 
and others had arrived at the center, he 
gave the command “Forward,” and the 
rest of the officers, who had not vet near 
come up, rushed pell-mell to catch the 
line, and even to a green spectator the error 
was most glaring, and roars of laughter 
were the result. Lieutenant Ormsby was 
legging it for all he was worth, and 
had no more than caught up with the 
line before the command “Halt” was 
given. Lieutenant Lloyd was emirely at 
fault. He should have remained behind 
the line of officers until he saw that all of 
them had marched up, and then stepping 
into the place reserved for him in tbe cen­ 
ter give the command “Forward march.” 
However, mistakes will always occur ev­ 
erywhere, and tbe Lieutenant vows that 
he’ll never make that mistake again. 
The band, though all delight in their 
music, ought to rustle up some new tunes 
at dress parade and guard mount. 
A mock court-martial took place to-day. 
Jake Bauer, one of the clarionet players in 
the band, was brought before the Court for 
the offense of trying to impersonate Leader 
Neale and also blowing too “vicious” on 
his instrument.

HEHT POLITICIAN. 


T h e C h ie f T u rn in g P o in ts o f H is L ife— 


H is E a rly C areA - a s a M in e r 


a n d P o litic ia n . 


The death of William T. Higgins, the 
well-known Republican politician, occurred 
in San Francisco yesterday morning. For 
more than a year past he had been sneer­ 
ing from a complication of diseases, heart 
■complaint being the worst feature of his 
illness, and at various times he had been 
reported as being at death s door. De­ 
ceased was well-known in Sacramento, 
where he had lived for many years, and 
almost every old resident is familiar with 
his earlier career iu this city. To none, 
however, are the chiet events of his life 
so well known as to P. W. Cafferty, who 
had been intimate with Mr. Higgins from 
the first and from the latter’s own lips had 
often heard the story of his life. 
In an interview with this gentleman yes­ 
terday a Record-Union reporter learned 
that deceased was born in 1829, in County 
Longford, Ireland. His parents emigrated to 
.Boston while he was quite voung, and died 
a few years afterward. Young Higgins 
was reared by his uncle, a fashionable hat­ 
ter of Boston, who gave him a good educa­ 
tion, the intention being to have him or­ 
dained a priest. While he was quite a 
youth his uncle took him to Ireland to 
complete his education in a college, and 
after taking the trip through England the 
uncle returned to Boston, only to find 
W illiam .'-e a c iy there. Young Higgins 
for some years was in his uncle’s employ 
* clerk, and finally married a Boston 


I

Surveyor-General Reichart 
was 
also 
called upon for information in the matter, 
and bis statement of the situation correspon­ 
ded with the above. Thus it will be seen 
that, instead of California losing any of her 
territory, she is apt to be the gainer by the 
recent survey, for the expense of which 
$5,000 was appropriated.

young lady, and soon afterward came to 
California in the latter part of 1849 or early 
in 1850. He went to mining in the vicin­ 
ity of Mormon Island and Negro Bar. in 
this county, where he remained a couple of 
years. While there A. P. Catlin was then 
a prominent owner in the Natoma Ditch 
Company. Some miners jumped a claim 
belonging to Mr. Catlin, and,failing tooust 
them, he selected Mr. Higgins—whom he 
regarded as a young man of ability—to 
arbitrate the conflicting claims. To this 
the jumpers agreed. Higgins' decision was 
accepted, and the trouble amicably settled. 
Along about 1850 or 1857 Mr. Higgins re­ 
moved to Sacramento and lay ill for a long 
time with sciatic rheumatism, but finally 
recovered under the treatment of Dr. G. L. 
Simmons. Afterward he entered the em­ 
ploy of Mowe At Carroll in the Bay State 
Mill, at Front and It streets, as'clerk. 
About this time he began to take an active 
part in local politics. He was a warm 
friend of John F. Madden, and these two 
trained together in the political arena. He 
was also a close friend of B. B. Redding, 
Johu Conness and other Douglas Demo­ 
crats then prominent in politics. After the 
flood of 1861-2, in which the mill was 
ruined, he removed to San Francisco, 
^jjjat winter the Legislature was removed 
to that -tity. and he served during the ses­ 
sion as clerk oir /ice of the Committees. 
The smail-pox broke ou\t in Sacramento 
that winter and became very bad. Mad­ 
den. who was a deputy in Counly Clerk 
Jared Irwin s office, getting frightened, was 
vaccinated, and contracted a malady from 
which he died. While on his death bed 
he requested that his friend Higgins be 
given his place, which was (granted, and 
Higgins returned and fulfilled the duties 
of the position. 
He was a warm partisan of James Mc- 
Clatchy when the latter ran fór Sheriff, and 
it was supposed that he would be one of the 
latter's deputies, but he did not receive the 
appointment. Shortly after that the White 
Pine mining excitement broke out, and 
Higgins went there with a party of friends. 
There 
was again taken down ill with 
rheumatism, and was brought to Steamboat 
Springs, 
where he 
remained 
several 
months. From there he went to San Fran­ 
cisco, and purchased the Metropolitan Sa­ 
loon on Montgomery street; There he fell 
in with all the prominent ¡politicians and 
business men of the metrópoli., anal began 
to take a lead in local politics. Hd after­ 
ward sold out his business to Chris. Rack- 
ley, and devoted himself chiefly to politics. 
He was a delegate to the Convention that 
nominated Gorham for Governor, and was 
the latter’s right-hand man in that mem­ 
orable contest for the nomination. A few 
years later be was appointed to a place in 
the United States Mint, and while there he 
was sent by the Government on an official 
visit to Mazailan. After being two years in 
the Mint he resigned, and since then has 
devoted his energies to getting other people 
into office. 
The later events of his life are familiar to 
all who have kept pace with current events. 
Mr. Higgins was a man of far more than 
ordinary intelligence and education, and 
was a natural leader of men. 
He took to 
politics as natnrally as a young duck takes 
to water, and although numerous rivals 
bad sought repeatedly to down him, he 
generally came out on top. Richard Chute 
and Mike Conroy a few years ago organ­ 
ized an opposition to him within the Re­ 
publican ranks, seeking to obtain control 
of the party machinery, but the redoubt­ 
able Higgius was too shrewd, and possessed 
too firm a bold thereon, and the Chute- 
Conrov faction met with overwhelming de­ 
feat and the leaders fell into obscurity. 
Conroy is dead and Chute is now seldom 
heard of. 
Referring to the dead politician, last 
night’s Bulletin says: 
“ Mr. Higgins first became prominent in 
local politics as a leader or Boss in 1870, 
during the Independent Republican move­ 
ment, which resulted in the election of 
Newton Booth to the Governorship. He, 
with his life-long friends. Colonel James 
Gannon and Richard Chute, became the 
enemies of the Carr Gorham faction of the 
Republican party, and took part in the split 
which resulted in the overthrow of those 
manipulators. Higgins was the intellectual 
as well as the physical leader of the three, 
and he soon came to be regarded as the 
Boss ot the local Independents, who were 
striving to rise on the ruins of William B. 
Carr’s machine. When the Independent 
movement went to pieces in 1875, it carried 
with it the machine of the regular Repub­ 
lican organization. 
George C. Gorham 
went East, and William B. Carr retired 
from politics an Jentered upon the develop­ 
ment ot the Kern county deserts, in which 
he was interested with J. 15. Haggin. Hig­ 
gins being the ablest of the local wire­ 
pullers who had joined together to over­ 
throw Carr, naturally became their leader. 
He gathered about him many of the young 
and daring politicians, and won over some 
of the soldiers of fortune who had formerly 
trained with Carr. 
“ Mr. Higgins was not what might be 
called a successful boss, because he was 
constantly beiDg defeated when his follow­ 
ers believed he should be successful. Hav­ 
ing great confidence in his own ability, he 
was impatient of restraint and at times 
overbearing and dictatorial. He was strong 
in his friendships when his friends obeyed 
orders, but weak in them at the slightest 
sign of independence or spirit. The local 
Republicans never had a square chance to 
reject his leadership that they did not make 
their feelings felt at the ballot-box. He was 
an expert lobbyist, and always attended the 
sessions of the Legislature. The last ses­ 
sion. when he was too ill to visit Sacra­ 
mento, was the first session he had missed 
for many years. 
“ It is understood Mr. Higgins has a plot 
in Mount t'a’.vaiy Cemetery. The time of 
the funeral has not yet been determined."

Gruhler says he will have both the men 
arrested on separate charges of battery and 
disturbing the peace.

The General Land Office at Washington 
recently rendered an important decision in 
a land case that went np from this county. 
The property in issue consists of two valu­ 
able tracts of land in the vicinity of Florin, 
valued at about $120,000, and held by 
George Nesche and D. H. Buell under a 
8tate patent. The proofs of the issuance of 
such patent were not found of record 
where they should be, but the missing 
links were supplied by Charles F. Gardner, 
attorney for the present holders and occu­ 
pants, after an industrious research among 
the records in the Stockton Land Office. 
This contest has been watched with great 
interest by residents of Florin and vicinity, 
and the result gives general satisfaction. 
The decision of the General Land Office is 
addressed to the Register and Receiver of 
the Sacramento Land Office, and says: 
Under date of April 4, 18S9, Charles F. 
Gardner, Attorney for the State of Califor- 
(that is, for the claimants under the 
8tate patent), transmitted to this office 
proof of the selection by the latter under 
the provisions of the thirteenth section of 
the Act of Congress approved March 3, 
1853, (10 Stat. 244) in part satisfaction of 
the grant of ten sections of land for the 
erection of public buildings, of the south­ 
west quarter of 
section 
7, 
and 
the 
northwest quarter ot section 18, town­ 
ship 7 north, range 6 east, Mt. Diablo 
meridian, and of the sale of said land bv 
the State prior to July 23,1886. 
The records of this office do not show any 
selection of the said tracts by the State. 
The plat of survey of said township was 
approved January 19, 1856, and was filed 
in the local office February 19, 1856. 
The 
report of offerings under date of February 
14, 1859, shows that the tracts described 
were withheld from the public sale, the 
first by reason of a pre-emption claim, and 
the last on account ot a “State selection.” 
The records of this office show that said 
tracts are siill undisposed of. 
The proof submitted shows that on March 
23, 1859, the State Locating Agent, Duncan 
Beaumont, filed in the lopal office of Stock­ 
ton (in which district the land then was), 
an application to select the said land under 
the provisions of the Act cited; that the 
said application was accepted by the local 
officers, Messrs. A. C. Bradford and W. A. 
Norman, March 29, 1859, and was approved 
by the State Surveyor-General, H. A. Hig- 
ley, July 9,1869. 
It is further shown that on the 3d day of 
June, 1869, a patent for the said land was 
issued by the State of California to Calvin 
Siddall, whose name appears in the paDers 
as the patentee. The selection therefore, 
being in accordance with law and free from 
adverse claims, is confirmed by the Act ot 
July 23, 1866 (14 Stat. 218), the first section 
of which provides, “that in all cases where 
the State * * * has heretofore made selec­ 
tions of any portion of the public domain 
in part satisfaction of any grant made to 
said State by any Act of Congress, and has 
disposed of the same to purchasers in good 
faith under her laws, the lands so selected 
shall be and hereby are confirmed to said 
State.” 
The selection of the above described 
tracts, however, appears to be valid without 
the confirmatory provisions of the Act cited, 
as the only objection found thereto is the 
fact that it was not reported to this office. 
It is shown, however, that it was duly filed 
in the local office and was entered upon 
the records thereof. The failure to report 
the case to this office did not invalidate the 
selection, and the fact that from 1856 to the 
present time (except as hereinafter stated) 
the land has remained undisposed of in 
any manner, shows that the State’s claim 
was recognized as being valid. 
The selection of the said tracts has ac­ 
cordingly been made of record in this 
office, and you will enter the same upon 
your records as made March 29,1859, per 
list No. 1, Stockton series. Thereafter you 
will hold the said land reserved from sale 
or entry of any description until further 
advised by this office. 
Although the records here do not show 
any adverse claims, it is alleged bv Mr. 
Gardner that you have allowed the fo’llow- 
ing-named parties to file thereon, viz.: W. 
P. Harlow, homestead entry, and George 
Nesche, pre-emption declaratory statement. 
As above stated, the said claims have not 
yet been made of record in this office, the 
posting of the books being considerably in 
arrears. It is clear, however, that said 
claims were inadvertently allowed, and 
they have accordingly been held for cancel­ 
lation. 
You will advise Messrs. Harlow and 
Nesche accordingly, allow the usual time 
for appeal, and report promptly the action 
taken, referring to this letter. '

The lund 
I can be used for no other purpose th an th e pay- 
i m ent of salaries of the ponce officers and the 
¡ expenses o' the Police D epartm ent. It is a sac- 
• red fund for those purposes. 
But w hen it Is ex­ 
hausted the policem en are entitled to paym ent 
ot th eir salaries out of th e general fond, as 
th eir right to salary is not dependent upon there 
b e iD g m oney in the Police D epartm ent fund, 
but ueveitheless they have an interest in this 
fund, and having an interest in the fhnd, any 
one of the policem en have a right to m aintain 
an acliOD to com pel the levy o f the special lax 
to replenish it. 
The defendant, the Board of Trustees of the 
city, has declined to levy the tax, though de­ 
m and has been m ade for it. 
It is but just to 
the gentlem en w ho compose the Board ot Trus­ 
tees to say th at, as there were so m any doubts 
surrounding th eir powers and duties under the 
law , it was wise for them to aw ait a definition 
of th eir powers and duties in relation to levy- 


In the Superior Court of th e county of Sacra­ 
m ento, Slate of California. 
L. W. Farrell, plaintiff, vs. Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sacram ento, defendant. 
T his is a proceeding for a w rit of m andate to 
compel the defendant, the Board of Trustees of 
the City of Sacram ento, to levy a special tax to 
provide a sufficient lund to pay the salaries and 
expenses of the Police D epartm ent. On the 
first day of April, 1889, the plaintifl and twenty- 
fonr other policem en and a Captain ot Police, 
were elected by the Board ot Police Commis­ 
sioners. It is objected by the counsel for the 
defendant that the Act of March 14, 1889, under 
w hich the election was had, was unconstitu­ 
tional and therefore the election was illegal. 
This question was settled in this Court, and the 
Act which was am endatory of Section 6 of l he 
Act ot 1872, by which the Police D epartm ent 
v.as created, was held to be constitutional in 
the case of Farrell vs. the City of Sacram ento; 
and it is now no longer an open question in 
this Court. But we m ay now rem ark th a t if 
the Act is constitutional there are twenty-five 
policem en; If, however, it is unconstitutional, 
there are no policem en. There is no m iddle 
ground. The Board of Police Commissioners 
had the power to elect twenty-live or more. 
The law which empo* ered them to elect fifteen 
? 
3licemen was repealed by the am endm ent, 
he only law in lcrce w hen the policem en were 
elected was the am endm ent w hich authorized 
the Board of Police Commissioners to elect a 
num ber of policem en not to exceed thirtv. 
T his seems too plain for argum ent. 
The annual city taxes were required by law 
to be levied in February of each year. At the 
s ime tim e the special tax to replenish the “ Po­ 
lice D epartm ent Fund” was required to be lev­ 
ied by Section 14 of the Act of 1872. The Board 
of Trustees at the tim e of levying the annual 
taxes levied a special tax sufficient to pay the 
salaries of fifteen policem en, th at being the 
num ber then in office, and by the law os It then 
stood th e Board ot Police Com m lsiioneis had no 
power to elect any more. If the Act had not 
been am ended to em power the Board of Police 
Commissioners to Increase the num ber, and if 
the Hoard had not elected an increased num ber 
of policem en there would have been sufficient 
money in the fund to have paid, during the 
fiscal year, the salaries of the entire force, but 
by reason of the increase of the police farce the 
fund has become insufficient. It is claim ed by 
the learned counsel for th e defendant th at the 
defendant has no power to levy the special tax 
atter the tim e for the le w of the annual tax has 
passed. The answ er to this is: There is the 
sam e necessity for a “ Police D epartm ent Fund” 
to pay the salaries of ihe increased num ber of 
policem en as to pay the salaries of the original 
num ber, and it m ust be presum ed that th e I,eg- 
islature intended th at the special tund should 
be replenished by a special tax. and th at they 
regarded Section 14 of the Act as director}- only 
as to the tim e of levying the special tax. 
It is a general and w ell settled principle of 
law th at w nere a statute directs a tax to be lev­ 
ied at a specified tim e. yet. if it is not levied at 
th at tim e, it is ttje duty of the taxing officers to 
levy it at a subsequent tim e, and the levy will 
be as valid as if levied at the tim e specified in 
the statute. (Gale vs. Mead, 2 Denio M0; Sedg­ 
wick on Statutes, 321). This rule of law is so 
fam iliar to the profes-ion th a t a citation ot 
authority in support of it is unnecessary. At 
the tim e the defendant levied the special tax 
the am ount row required was unnecessaiy; but 
the am ount of m oney necessary to pay th e sal­ 
aries of the police force being increased bv an 
increase ot the force, it becam e the dutv o f the 
defendant, the Board of Tru-tees of the city, to 
provtae by special tax a sufficient fund for the 
purpose. 
But it is objected th at as it does not appear in 
this ca«c th at there is not sufficient m oney in 
the general fund to pay th e salaries of the po­ 
licem en, the w rit of m andate should be denied. 
Tbi3 obj. ction at first view seem ed to present 
an insurm ountable difficulty in ihe way of the 
pl«intiff. but upon further consideration it ap­ 
pears to be more specious th an real. Section 14 i 
of the Act of 1872 confers th e power and im- j 
jieses tb s dnly upon the Board ot Trustees of , 
the c iy in these words to “estim ate the am ount j 
of money th a t will be reouired for rol ice m ir. < 


ing th e fax by the Court; but ihe view the Court 
takes of the case is th at th e Board ot Trustees 
do not only have power, but it is th eir duty to 
levy the special tax; and it follows th at a per­ 
em ptory w rit of m andate should issue as prayed 
in the petition of the plaintiff. The counsel

and subm it them to the Court, and upon filing 
findings it is ordered a perem ptory w rit of man­ 
date issue.

HONORING HARRISON. 


The P resident Receives a Royal Recep­ 
tion at Cincinnati. 
C incinnati, August 21st. — A rniJ the 
booming of cannon and cheers from a vast 
m ultitude gathered at the Central station, 
the President of the United States arrived 
here at a quarter past 10 o’clock. Crowds 
were at every station as the train came 
hummiDg down this morning, and gave 
cheers when the train stopped, the Presi­ 
dent being besieged by eager patriots w ant­ 
ing to shake haDds with him . The party 
included President Harrison, 
Attorney- 
General Miller, Secretary Rusk. Hon. John 
B. Elam. General Thomas G. Morgan, 
Commissioner oflndian Adairs, and others. 
Central Union depot was packed and 
there was an almost continuous ovation of 
applause uniil the President reached the 
carriage, which lie occupied with Governor 
Foraker. 
The First Regiment of Ohio National 
Guards, commanded by Colonel M. L. 
H awkins, and Battery G of the Ohio Na­ 
tional Guard, acted as escort. The latter 
died a salute which added to the volume 
of cheering as the President was m aking 
his way to the carriage. 
The line of march to the Burnett House 
was packed with shouting people, while 
the windows were alive with men, women 
and children, all joining in a boisterous 
welcome to the chief magistrate. The 
President rode alm ost continually w ith his 
hat in his baud, and was alm ost constantly 
bowing his acknowledgments to the en­ 
thusiastic greetings. The common expres­ 
sion among those who bad not seen him 
since the end of last fall’s campaign, was 
‘‘How well he looks.’’ 
Arriving at the B urnett House, a public 
reception in the elaborately adorned par­ 
lors, began alm ost immediately. At the 
end of three quarters of an hour the Presi­ 
dent was driven to the Builders’ Exchange, 
where another address of welcome was 
made by President Allison of that body. 
H ere again, as at the B urnett House, there 
wss a great press of people to shake the 
President’s hand. 
From the Builder's Exchange the Presi­ 
dent was driven to the magnificent new 
building of the Chamber of Commerce, 
where it had been arranged that the m em ­ 
bers should have a reception for a quarter of 
an hour and then the public should be ad­ 
mitted for an hour, but the members be­ 
came engulfed in the great mass of people 
that crushed into the hall. 
The President, in reply to an address, 
referred to the fact that in his youth it was 
at Cincinnati that he, a country boy, had 
his first glimpse of a great city. N otw ith­ 
standing the hour spent in handshaking, 
not nearly all of the throng present could 
be gratified.

W II.I, ISSUE THE BONDS. 


P articu lars 
of the N orthern Paciflc’s 
Proposed Im provem ents. 
New Y ork, August 21st.—The Northern 
Pacific Directors to-day unanim ously ap­ 
proved the plan for the issue of $160*000,­ 
000 consolidated bonds. Chairman H arris 
of the Finance Committee savs the plan is 
to issue from $10 000,000 to $20,000,000 for 
equipm ent aud additional expenses neces­ 
sary on the main line, including terminals 
at Tacoma, Superior and elsewhere, the re­ 
mainder of the $160,000,000 to be issued In 
exchange for outs'anding bonds as rapidly 
as practicable. None of the bonds are yet 
negotiated. 
A special 
meeting of the 
stockholders will be culled for October 7th. 
The present bonded indebtedness of the 
Northern Pacific main line is about $93,­ 
000,000. and that of the branch linea and 
properties about $26,000,000, m aking a total 
of about $120,000,000. T heV iliard propo­ 
sition provides, of course, for a lower rate of 
interest for the new issue under the $160,­ 
000.000 blanket mortgage than that now 
pledged under the existing bonds. It will 
be seen th a t‘after tbe $120,000,000 outstand­ 
ing bonds have been taken up by the blan- 
.......................ill 
ket mortgage there will still rem ain $40,- 
OOO.OOO in excess. The presumption is that 
this is intended to be used partly in prem i­ 
um s to compensate holders for the surren­ 
der of higher-interest bonds, and partly for 
the paym ent of commissions to foreign 
bankers on tbe placing of the new consols. 
The Commercial Advertiser says of the 
Northern Pacific m ove: W hat will be re­ 
quired of the grand total for the payment 
of commissions and prem ium s has not 
transpired. 
The mortgage provides inter­ 
est not to exceed five per cent. The scheme 
is considered purely Villardian. and even a 
more brilliant stroke than his celebrated 
blind pool for $20,090,000, which at once 
electrified the street. 
It is stated that Vil- 
lard proposes to float a large proportion of 
the bonds in Europe, where five per cent, 
interest is looked on with favor. 
The an­ 
nouncem ent of the acceptance of the plan 
sent tbe m arket for stocks bounding up 
from one-balf to one and three-fourths per 
cent, at once. 


RACE W ARFARE.

"W oodpeckers” and “ Jaybirds*' 
Reach an A m icable A greem ent. 
R ichmond (Tex ), August 21st.—Governor

Assistant 
Attorney-General 
Harrison regard the trouble as now settled 
by the course of the Woodpeckers (the 
whites), iu whose ranks were the county 
officers, in yielding iheir choice for Sheriff 
and accepting as second choice that of tbe 
Jaybirds (the blacks), Sergeant Ira Aten of 
the Rangers. 
H is bond, made by the Jay­ 
birds, is good for $1.000 000, though $40,000 
is the required am ount. The Jaybirds could 
m ake the bond, but not the appointment, 
and the Woodpeckers could make the ap­ 
pointm ent, but not tbe bond. 
Sheriff Aten bas selected two deputies, 
one from W illiamson county and the other 
from Burnett. The people now have con- 
dence in tbe adm inistration being able to 
keep the peace. 
The County Judge will resign bis posi­ 
tion in a few days and leave the country. 
O ther prom inent Woodpeckers will do the 
same, and claim that they do it for the 
safety of their lives. One of the County 
Commissioners will resign and break a 
quorum .

The Light Guards have left 
and the Rangers have taken possession of 
the Court-house.
